TRUST MAKERS GET 
BiG RAKEOFE 


Thirteen Millions Morgan Pro- 
fits for Assisting Har- 
vester Combine 


arene 


Dummy Directors Chosen for One 
Day by Perkins and Other 


New York—Interesting light on the 
organization of the International Har- 
vester company, known: as the Har- 
vester Trust, was shed at the continu- 
ation of the government hearing against 
the combine. It was shown that J. P. 
Morgan & Co. received 165,000 shares 
of stock for services in connection with 
the formation of the International 
* Harvester company. This stock on 
August 14, 1912, was valued at $13,500,- 
000. 

So testified William Hamilton, of J. 
P. Morgan & Co. The witness pro- 
duced a contract agreement dated 
August 18, 1902, providing for the de- 
posits of certificates with the Morgan 
firm by Charles Deering, Cyrus H. 
McCormick, Harold F. McCormick. 
James Deering, Richard F. Howe, W. 
H. Jones and John J. Hessner. He 
was requested also to produce lists of 
the owners of the certificates who en- 
tered into an agreement with the firm 
not to sell the stock before giving J. P. 
Morgan & Co. a chance to purchase 
before September, 1903. Letters read 
in reference to the purchase of stock 
in the Milwaukee Harvester company 
said ‘‘Morgan & Co. would furnish the 
money.”’ 

When the International Harvester 
Company was formed in 1902. its or- 
ganization was made up of directore 
some of whom held office not longer 
than twenty-four hours, according to 
several witnesses who testified when 
the hearings were begun here in the 
government suit to dissolve the com- 
pany. Their connection, however, 
was long enough, the testimony ran, 
for them to aid in the purchase of in- 
dependent companies.

Powers Said to Be

Final Setlement of the Balkan 
Conflict 


London, Oct. 28.—The Vienna cor-' 


respondent of the Daily Mail describes 
an embryo plan which the powers are 
now discussing for the settlement of 
the Near Eastern question. 


According to this plan it is proposed 
to leave Turkey only in pussession of 
the territory between Adrianople and 
the Bosphorus. All her other European 
possessions are to be taken from her. 
Bulgaria is to extend southward to the 
Aegean sea; Servia 
Adriatic seaport; Montenegro is to 
have Scutrai, and Albania and Mace- 
donia are to be made independent prin- 
cipalities with princes of Sweden and 
Denmark as their rulers. No mention 
is made of Greece. 

A dispatch from Stara Zagora ta,the 
Telegraph reports a mutiny in the 
Turkish army near Constantinople. 
which troops have been sent to sup- 
press. 

The Telegraph’s Sofia correspondent, 
describing the capture of Kirk-Kilis- 


seh, says the Bulgarians conquered by | 


the impetus of masses. 

It was not a hurricane of steel, lead 
and fire that broke down the Turkish 
resistance. It was the shock of hu- 
man breasts. 

The Bulgarians did not possess a 
single seige gun with which to oppose 
Turkey’s big artillery.

SPECTACULAR FEATS OF 
SUBMARINES PROHIBITED 


Washington—Spectacular feats by 
the submarine boats of the navy here- 
after are prohibited, as the result of 
an order just issued by Secretary of 
the Navy Meyer. Under no circum- 
stances will any of the little craft be 
permitted to dive more than 100 feet 
below the surface, although on the 
Pacific coast submarines have de- 
scended to the 200-foot level. 

In addition, whenever a submarine 
starts out to exercise alone it must 
leave with the vessels of its division a 
full report of its proposed movements, 
so that it can be followed in case of 
accident. 

The recent catastrophes led Secretary 
Meyer to issue the order. He proposes 
that hereafter the little craft must not 
exercise at a greater depth than they 
would be compelled to operate in under 
actual war conditions. 


INFANTS IN ARMS ARE 
CONSIDERED PASSENGERS 


Seattle, Wash.—Infants in arms are 
passengers under.a ruling received 
here from the department of com- 
merce and labor, which upheld the 
Marine inspectors in fining Captain 
A. R. Hunt of the steamer Dove, 
operating out of Tacoma, for car- 
rying 109 passengers when the steam- 
er’s certificate of inspection authorized 
“her to carry only 100.

The attack was violent and unceas- 
ing, the bayonet being used on all 
sides. The night attacks on the large 
modern forts were carried on by an- 
cient methods, much as the walls of 
towers were assaulted in olden times, 
hand grenades playing an important 
part in the cruel and merciless strife. 
Turkish artillery cut furrows in the 
mass of Bulgarians, but the furrows 
were immediately filled and the ad- 
vance was continued. The forts were 
without searchlights and in the dark 
and rainy nights this ‘circumstance 
favored the approach of the Bulgarians. 

How a Bulgarian aeroplane detected 
a Turish commander bringing a whole 
division from Adrianople in the direc- 
tion of Kir-Kilisseh, is described by 
the correspondent. The Bulgarians 
intercepted and ambuscaded the Turks, 
who were cut up and dispersed, leaving 
their artillery behind them. It was 
bran new atillery and the Bulgarians 
took it on to join the beseigers. 

The correspondent concludes with the 
statement that the garrison of Kirk- 
Kilisseh consisted of 400,00 men. The 
Bulgarian valor and dash, he adds, is 
not sufficient to explain why the gar- 
rison failed to attempt to cut its way 
out. It-must have been partly due to 
demoralization and disorder among the 
Turks and complete unpreparedness. 


ANTICIPATE ANOTHER 
REVOLUTION IN CUBA 


Washington, Oct. 26.—The_ serious 
situation in Cuba, demonstrated by 
Thursday night’s riot in Havana, is 
exciting the grave solicitude of the 
United States government. Reports 
indicate that there are grounds for the 
apprehension that has existed for some 
time here that the approaching elec- 
tion period in Cuba would be a critical 
test of the stability of the republic. 

Between now and next Friday, elec- 
tion day, many political meetings are 
to be held throughout the island, with 
every indicaion that there will be two 
stormy clashes between. the two great 
parties. Even if the Gomez govern- 
ment is able to handle these pre-elec- 
tion riots, officials fear the defeated 
party will not abide by the result. 

The conservative leaders, it is re- 
ported, have given warning of such an 
intention, basing their threat on the 
allegation that President Gomez has 
been favoring the Zayaistas, or liberal 
party, of which he is a representative, 
although Zaya himself professes to 
distrust President Gomez, with whom 
he had a bitter personal quarrel. 

Disorder is likely to occur on election 
day, affording the chance for a declar- 
ation of fraud and on the whole all 
the elements seem to be present that 
are required to start a revolution. 

In the opinion of the Cuban minister, 
Senor Rivero, there is no foundation 
for the reports that President Gomez 
is seeking to resign his office at this 
critical moment. 

The United States has available for 
dispatch to Cuba 15,000 men, if condi- 
tions should necessitate.

DIAZ REVOLT ENDS 
SUDDENLY 


City of Santa Cruz Surren- 
ders to Madero Without 
Battle 


General Diaz and Entire Staff Cap- 
tured and Revolt is now in 


Collapse 


Vera Cruz, Mexico—The revolt of 
General Feliz Diaz, nephew of the 
exiled president, has been short-lived. 
The town of Vera Cruz, which he oc- 
cupied with about 2000 adherents for 
several days, has been captured by the 
federal forces. The casualties were 
few. 

Two federal columns, commanded by 
Colonel Jiminez Castro and General 
Joaquin Beltran, entered Vera Cruz 
from the north and south. There was 
slight opposition to their advance. 
Colonel Castro, with less than fifty 
men, captured General Diaz, whose 300 
men at police headquarters refused to 
fire at his command. 

. The revolutionists in the barracks 
surrendered after a brief resistance. 
The killed and wounded number less 
than 100. No foreigner was’ hurt. 
Desultory firing continued after the 
federals entered the town. Instead of 
& great battle everything was in a 
muddle. Rebel and federal encoun- 
tered each other in the streets without 
knowing which side the other was 
affiliated with, as the uniforms of all 
were alike. 


Mexico City—The taking of Vera 
Cruz by the federal forces is confirmed 
from all quarters. President Madero 
has sent the following dispatch to the 
governors of all the states: 

‘Vera Cruz is in the hands of the 
loyal troops. Diaz ‘has been taken 
prisoner. ’’ 

There is much suppressed excitement 
here over the federal victory, but little 
elation. That the movement so quickly 
was suppressed has caused much — sur- 
prise. 


Washington—News of the recapture 
of Vera Cruz by Mexican federal 
forces and the surrender of General 
Felix Diaz and his staff with practi- 
cally no show of resistance, was re- 
ceived with astonishment in official 
circles here. It is generally believed 
this event marks the complete sup- 
pression of what had been looked upon 
as the beginning of a general rebellion 
involving entirely new elements. 


FREIGHT RATES ON LEMONS 
IS NOT TO EXCEED $1 


Washington—The interstate com 
merce commission has suspended the 
following proposed increases of freight 
rates: 

Advances of 9 per cent on pig iron 
from northern Michigan to Kansas 
City and other points in the West until 
April 29; increases of approximately 8 
per cent on knitting factory products 
from Chicago to destinations in the 
West and Southwest until February 22; 
increases on linseed oil from St. Paul 
and other Northwestern points to Chi- 
cago, Kansas City and destiaations in 
the Southwest until April 29. 

An advance on lemons from Califor- 
nia points to destinations in Oregon, 
Washington and Idaho and eastward 
from $1 to $1.15 a hundred pounds was 
held to be unjustified on complaints 
of the Arlington Heights Fruit Ex- 
change, and the Southern Pacific and 
other carriers were ordered to estab- 
lish a rate not exceeding $1 a hundred 
pounds. 


COAL PRODUCTION SHOWN

production of coal in the United States, 
according to the United States geo- 
‘logical survey, an interesting fact is 
that in each successive decade the out- 
put 18 practically doubled. If the pro- 
duction of bituminous coal alone were 
considered the record for the past 
fifty years would show an increase 
somewhat in excess of this ratio.

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’ is probably difficult for the aver- 

ge tourist, health seeker or 

sportsman to realize that within 

-our days Reykjavik, the capital 

sf Iceland, can be reached from 
Leith. 

Yet such is the case, and perhaps 
it may be more surprising to learn 
that during the summer months the 
climate is mild and equable, although 
‘he extreme northern part of the 
country is north of the arctic circle 
says a writer in the Dundee Courter. 

Last year I spent four months in 
this historical and romantic island, 
the inhabitants of which still keep to 
their ancient customs in language, 
dress and government. 

The latter, although nominally Dan- 
ish, as the king of Denamrk has the 
veto, have, since 1903, had their own 
minister, who, under the direction of 
a parliament which meets every two 
years, looks after the affairs of the 
seuntry. The crown has not yet once 
exercised the right to dismiss or 
amend any of the bills passed by the 
althing since the practically home 
rule bill of 1903 was passed. 

During my visit the one-hundredth 
anniversary of the birth of Jon Sigurds- 
son, the great patriot who established 
free trade with all nations in 1854, 
was held, and the opportunity taken 
to open the new university. Former- 
students had.to study at Copenhagen 
or other recognized universities, but 
now they can take their degree in law, 
medicine or divinity at Reykjavik. 

The opening was very impressive 
and picturesque, the whole town and 
countryside turning out in gala attire, 
many coming from villages or lonely 
farms forty to fifty miles distant on 
thely strong little ponies, which are 
almost the only means of _travel- 
ing, as there are no railways in the 
country. A few had little carts decor- 
ated with shrubs and artificial flowers. 
After the ceremony, which took place 
in the parliament house (the univer- 
sity proper is in the parliament house, 
but there are-several classrooms in 
various parts of the town), the may- 
or made a short speech, after which 
the band struck up the Icelandic na- 
tional anthem, a very weird and dole- 
ful tune. 

Reykjavik an Up to Date Capital. 

A procession was then formed, 
headed by the band playing the Dan- 
ish national anthem, followed by 
the foreign consuls, who were all in 
uniforms, the town and county coun- 
cilors, the decorated cars and little 
girls and boys (the former all dressed 
in white) carrying the national flag 
came in the rear. The procession 
then proceeded to the cemetery, where 
a massive laurel wreath was placed 
on Sigurdsson’s grave, which is 
marked by a handsome monument. 

The capital itself is modern and 
up to date. While I was there a Dan- 
ish theatrical company performed in 
the little theater, and an excellent 
cinematograph entertainment was 
held every night, where one might see 
everything from the coronation pro- 
cession to the Grand National. 

One of the two large and comfort- 
able hotels boasts of excellent music 
in the resttaurant every evening, both 
summer and winter. 

The althing or parliament consists 
of forty members, who represent the 
70,000 inhabitants on the island, of 
which 11,000 reside in Reykjavik. 

% is not generally known that Ice- 
land and not Britain is the mother of 
parliaments. In 929 a representative 
parliament was constituted, and its 
first meeting was held at Thingvellir, 
a great sunken plane between two 
lava rifts, with Thingvalla lake beforo 
it and the gigantic Broadshield moun- 
tain looking down upon it.

Intrinsic Brightness of Stars. 

M. Nordman of the Observatory of 
Paris has made some interesting cal- 
culations of the intrinsic light of a 
pumber of stars, based on the results 
he had previously attained in regard 
to their effective temperatures. 

The brightness of a star, as seen 
from the earth, does not depend whol- 
ly upon its size and distance. Thus M. 
Nordmann finds that Sirius and Vega 
emit light, the brightness of which is 
6,000,000 c. p.. per square centimeter, 
while at the other end of the scale 
the light of Aldebaran amounts to 
only 22,000 c} p: per square centi- 
meter. 

The intrinsic brightness of Vega is, 
according to this calculation, nineteen 
times that of the sun.

Iceland an Anglers’ Paradise. 

The Thingvalla lake teems. with 
trout and char, as do almost all the 
lakes and rivers in Iceland. The 
rivers mostly belong to farmers who 
own their own land and who charge 
from 1 to 2 kroner (1 kroner {s equal 
to about 25 cents) a day per rod. 
Trout of from one to five pounds are 
plentiful and it is a rare occasion in- 
deed when one does not reiurn with 
a full basket. 

There are a number of salmon riv- 
ers, the best of which is the Laxas, 
near Reykjavik, which is to an 
Englishman, but excellent sport can 
be got in remoter districts at a mod- 
erate charge. 

In the season’ excellent 
can be obtained. No license is fre: 
quired and the farmers generally iva: 
permission to shoot over their land. 
Ptarmigan, snipe, whimbrel, plover, 
ducks and wild swan abound. 

Among the trips which can be tak- 
en from Reykjavik are Thingvellir 
and Hekla, the latter about 5,000 feet 
above sea level, which is the highest 
volcanic mountain in Iceland, and as 
late as 1878 was in eruption and did 
a great deal of damage to the sur- 
rounding farms. Fortunately, no lives 
were lost. It commenced on Septem- 
ber 2 and lasted over four months, 
the ashes actually being carried as 
far as Shetland. 

Excellent accommodation can be 
had at the Parsonage, Fellsmuli. It 
is usual, however, to take several 
pack ponies, as well as riding ponies, 
to carry tents and other equipment to 
camp out. If the Great geyser is in- 
cluded the trip will last at least a 
week. . 

There is an inn near the geyser 
where a bed can be obtained and 
soap purchased. Strange to say, the 
Great geyser will sometimes not con- 
descend to spout unless he recelves 
from 20 to 60 pounds of soap, and 
then he may remain sulky for a full 
week or even longer, but on occasions 
he may spurt several times a day.

Under the same 
roof is a natural history collection 
embracing specimens of all the ani- 
mals, birds and fish in Iceland. There 
is also a splendid library and a good 
reading room with some thousands of 
books of reference in.

The wedding ring {s placed upon the 
third finger of the woman's hand to 
show that, after the Trinity, man’s 
love, honor and duty is given to his 
wife.

INTEREST IN SOAP BUBBLES 


Those Made of Soap Water to Which 
‘Glycerine Has Been Added 
Are Quite Attractive. 
Have you ever stopped to think 
what a really interesting thing a soap 
bubble is? Soap bubbles are not onl 


interesting to boys and, girls, but they 


lave long been a source of wonder 
and interest to men of science. In 
fact, scientists have employed ‘soap 
bubbles in trying to perform certain 
experiments. 

A soap bubble is nothing more than 
a film of water molecules (tiny par- 
ticles that cannot be seen, with the 
naked eye), held together ‘by the 
sticking power of dissolved sgap. Aa 
most all of us know, in making bub- 
bles the bowl of a common clay pipe 
is dipped into soapy water. The bub- 
ble maker blows afr into the pipe 
and the bubble at once expands. 
While bubbles -made of plain soap 
water are interesting, those made o!

soap water to which some glycerine 
has been added are even more 'at- 
tractive, because they have such pret- 
ty colors. 

There are many ways of making 
bubbles. For instance, smoke may be 
blown through the pipe into the bub. 
bles or one bubble may be blown 
inside of another. Very large bub- 
bles can be made by using the hands 
instead of a pipe. Cover the Rands 
well with suds and then hold them 
so as to form a cup, as if drinking 
with the hands from a spring, but 
leaving a small hole in the bottom. 
With the mouth about a foot from the 
hands, blow a current of alr into 
them. Some of the bubbles will be 
more than a foot in diameter. Try
